And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 6th September, 1986 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were re¬ 
ceived from any person before the date so specified; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the power* conferred 
by clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the said Act 
and in supeisession of Dehra Dun Cantonment (Divi¬ 
sion into Wards) Rules, 1974. published vide SRO 
No. 44-E published in the Gazette of India. Part II, 
Section 4, dated 12th November, 1974 save as res¬ 
pects Things done or ommitted to be done before such 
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supersession, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely :— 

RULES 

1. Short, Title and Commencement .—These rules 
may be called the Dchrudun Cantonment (Liv^ion into 
Wards’* Rules, T986.

SCHEDULE OE BOUNDARIES 

Ward Nc. I.—The boundary of this ward starts 
from the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1C which 
is situated at the junction of Chakrata Road and un¬ 
metalled track leading from Chakrata road to Shamsha 
Ghat and runs in a Westerly direction along the 
Cantonment Boundary uplo Boundary Pillar No. ID. 

From there it goes towards south along the boun¬ 
dary upto the boundary Pillar No, IE. 

From there the boundary runs in the eastern direc¬ 
tion along the northern side of Smith Nagar Mohanpur 
road, meets the sullage water drain coming from Wing 
No. 7 and further rims in the same direction till it 
meets the junction of Canal Water Channel of Wing 
No. 7 near the house of Vi Hans Raj Sharma between 
Cantonment boundary Pillars No. IE and IE. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards the 
northern direction and runs along Canal Water Chan¬ 
nel till it meets the road of Wing No. 7 and further 
runs along the road of Wing No. 7 upto Bk No. 26 
till it meets the road of Wing No, 7 running along 
Bk Nos. 21 to 26, 


From there the boundary runs towards the Western 
direction and runs along the main road of Wing No. 7 
upto Gurudwara in Wing No. 7. 

From there the boundary runs towards North and 
joins the road dividing Wing No. 3 and 6 near BK. 
No. 1 of Wing No. 6. 

From there the boundary runs towards west along 
the Pucca track crossing Tvagi Road and joins point 
of Pucca road which divides Wing No. I and Wing 
No, 2. 

From there the boundary runs further west along 
Guru Nanak Inter College road upto its junction with 
sullagc water drain. 

From there the bundarv runs along the sullage 
water drain upto its junction with Tea Estate Road. 

Further the boundary proceeds from this point in 
a straight line towards North-Fast uplo Boundary 
Pillar No. TC that is' the starting point. 

Ward No. 2.—The boundary of this "ward starts 
from the junction of DAV College road and Chakrata 
load and proceeds towards South upto the road 
at Special Wing dividing Bk No. 7 and Bk No. 7-C. 

From there it takes a turn towards West and 
joins Special Wing road near the house of Sri Mudan 
Lai Sharma. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards South 
and joins the road of Wing No. 7 near Cantonment 
Girls Primary School in Special Wing. 

Ftprn there the boundary takes a turn towards 
South West up'o the junction of road of Wing No. 6 
and Wing No. 7. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
North and runs along the road of Wing Ns, 6 upto 
Bk No. 1. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
West upto the crossing of Tyagi Road and further 
along Guru Nanak Inter College road upto the junction 
of sullage water drain. Thence it goes north along 
the drain upto its junction with Tea Estates Road 
and further along a line connecting Cantonment Boun¬ 
dary Tillar No. TC. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. IC it pro¬ 
ceeds slightly South-East along Chakrata road upto 
the junction of Chakrata road and DAV College road 
which is the starting point. 

Ward No. 3,—The boundary of this ward starts from 
the junction of Chakrata road and DAV college road 
and proceeds south along DAV College road upto the 
street dividing Bk No. 7 and Bk No. 7C of Special 
Wing. 

From there the boundary lakes a turn towards west 
and joins Special Wing road near the house of Sri 
Madan Lai Sharma. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
south joins the road of Wing No. 7 near Cantonment 
Girls Primary School in Special Wing. 

Fiona there the boundary takes a turn towards 
south west upto the junction of roads of Wing No. 6 
and 7. 
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From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
north and runs along the road of Wing No. 6 upto 
Bk No. 1 near the Flour Mill. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
West and runs along the Pucca lane upto its junction 
with the tarred road running Nonh-Souih and then 
turns towards South along this tarred road and joins 
the main road in Wing No. 7 at a point near Gurd- 
wara in Wing N'o. 7. 

From there the boundary takes - a turn towards 
east and runs along the main road of Wing No. 7 till 
it meets another main road of Wing No. 7 near BK 
No. 26. 

From there the boundary turns towards south and 
runs along the main road of Wing No. 7 till it meets 
another main road wing No. 7 till it meets the Canal 
Water Channel- 

From there the boundary luns in Southern direc¬ 
tion along Canal Water Channel till it meets the 
junction of Canal Water Channel of Wing No. 7 
near house of Sri Hans Raj Sharma between Canton¬ 
ment boundary Pillars No. IF. and IF. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards the 
East and runs along Cantonment boundary upto Pillar 
Mo. 8-B through Cantonment boundary Pillars No. 
IF, IG and 8-A. 

From there the boundary goes North-East along 
the Canal upio the Cantonment (Indian Military Aca¬ 
demy) boundary Pillar No, 3 and proceeds along the 
boundary of the Cantonment (Indian Military Aca¬ 
demy) through Pillars No. 4, 5, 2, 1, 72, 71, 
70, 69, 68, 67, 66, 65, 64 and 63. 

From there it goes along the Forest Research Insti¬ 
tute boundary Pillars No. 62 to 46 and thence along 
a straight line connecting Forest Research Institute 
boundary Pillar No. 46 with Forest Research Institute 
boundary Pillar No. 129. 

From the Cantonment (Forest Research Institute) 
boundary Pillar No. 129 it takes a turn towards West 
and runs along the Cahlounrent (Forest Research 
Institute) boundary through Pillars No. 12 k > to 137 
upto Pillar No. 1. Thence it uins- along Cantonment 
(Forest Research Institute) boundary pillar through 
pillars No. 2 to 6 upto Pillar No. 7. 

From Pillar No. 7 the boundary meets Cantonment 
boundary Pillar No. IA through a straight line and 
runs along the Southern hank of Tons Nadi upto the 
Cantonment boundary Pillar No. IB which is situated 
at the Eastern side of Chakrnta road near Tons Bridge. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. IB the 
boundary runs south along the Eastern side of Cbak- 
rata road and touches the Cantonment boundary Pil¬ 
lar No. IC. 

From boundary Pillar No. IC the boundary runs in 
Easterly direction along Chakrata road upto R e junc¬ 
tion of Chakrata road and DAV College road which 
is the starting point. 

Ward No. 4.—The boundaiy of this ward begins 
from the Cnntonmtnt boundary' Pillar No. 2 which is 


situated at the junction of Mall Road and Chakrata 
toad and runs North-East along the mid stream ol 
Bindal Nadi upto the Katcba Path near Military En¬ 
gineering Service Stack Yard and takes a turn towards 
North-West along the Katcha Path and joins MaJ) 
Road near Bungalow No. 3. 

From there the boundary runs towards the North 
along Mall Road and touches Chor Khala near 
Memorial Arch of 58 Gorkha Training Centre. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
South-West and runs along Chor Khala upto the 
bridge over Young Road near Flag Staff House. 

From there the boundary runs towards North- 
West along Young Road upto its junction with 
Rashtriya Indian Military College road. 

From there it runs in the North-Westerly direc¬ 
tion along Rashtriya Indian Military College road 
upto its junction with Binola Khala and then after 
taking a turn towards North along Binola Khala it 
touches the bridge over Binola Khala on Birpur 
road. 

From there it, takes a turn towards West and runs 
along Birpur Road upto the junction of Rikhi Ram 
Gali. 

From there the boundary runs in Northerly direc¬ 
tion along Bikhi Ram Gali and joins Bijapur Canal. 

From there it runs in North-Easterly direction and 
joins the bridge over Bijapur Canal near Bungalow 
No. 270. 

From there the boundary runs in a straight line 
in westerly direction upto the Iron Bridge over Tons 
Nadi on Ghangora Road. Thence the boundary 
takes a turn towards South-West and runs along 
Birpur Road uplo its junction with Tapkeshwar 
Road. 

From there it runs along Tepkeshwar Road in the 
same direction and touches the junction of Kaulagarh 
Road and Tapkeshwar Road. 

From there the boundary runs along Kaulagarh 
road till it meets the link road of Kaulagarh Canal 
road, 

' From (here it takes a turn towards South-East and 
runs along the Jink road till it meets the Kaulagarh 
Canal road. 

From there it runs North-Easi along Kaulagarh 
Canal up stream till it meets Ballupur Canal. 

From there the boundary turns towards south¬ 
west and runs along Ballupur Canal down stream 
upto its junction with Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 137. J 

From the Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 137 it 
runs Southeastwards along the Cantonment boundary 
through Cantonment boundary pillars No. 137 to 
149 and 1 upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 2 
that is the starting point. 

Ward No,. 5,—'The boundaiy of this ward begins 
from the bridge over Bijapur Cabal by the side of 
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Bundaiow No. 270 and runs in Ibe Eastern direction 
along Bijapur Canal upto the junction of Tiinola 
Khala. 

From there il takes turn in the North-East direc¬ 
tion and runs along Bijapur Canal till it meets the 
Southern bank of Tons Nadi. Thence crossing the 
Tons Nadi it meets the Cantonment boundary Pillar 
No. 27. 

From there it runs along the Cantonment Boun¬ 
dary though the Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 
27 A to 132 till it meets the Northern bank of Tons 
Nadi between boundary Piillar Nos. 132 to 133. 

From there it takes a turn towards East and runs 
along the Northern bank of Tons Nadi and joins 
the Iron bridge over Tons Nadi. 

From there the boundary joins the bridge over 
Bijapur Canal near Bungalow No. 270 by a straight 
line that is the starting point. 

WARD NO. 6.—The boundary of this ward begins 
from the junction of the Cantonment boundary and 
the Katcha Path near Military Engineering Services 
Stack Yard and runs North-East along the mid stream 
of Bindal Nadi upto the boundary Piilar No. 4 which 
is situated at the head of Anarwala Khala, 

From there it runs along the Cantonment 
Boundary through Pillar Nos. 5 to 26 upto the 
Boundary Pillar No. 27. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 27 it 
crosses Tons Nadi South-eastward and joins the Baja- 
pur Canal. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
South-West and runs along Bijapur Canal till it 
meets Binola Khala, 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
West and runs along Bijapnrr Cana! till it meets the 
bridge over Bijapur Canal by the side of Bungalow 
No. 270. 

Front there it takes a turn towards South-West 
along Bijapur Canal till it joins the Rikhi Ram Gall. 

From there it runs towards South along Rikhi 
Ram Gali till it joins Birpur road and further runs 
along Birpur road in the Easterly direction and joins 
the bridge over Binola Khala, 

Thence the boundary runs due South along Binola 
Khala and touches the bridge on Rashtriya Indian 
Military College Road. 

From this point it goes eastwards along Rashtriya 
Indian Military College road upto its junction with 
Young Rhad. Further it goes South along Young 
Road and touches a bridge over Chor Khala near 
Flag Staff Flouse. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
North-Fast along Chor Khala upto its junction with 
Mall Road near Memorial Arch of 58 Gorkha 
Training Centre. 


From there it runs towards South along Mall Road 
and touches a point where a Katcha Path joins it 
near Bungalow No. 3. 

From there it takes a turn towards East along the 
Katcha Path and touches the starting point of the 
Cantonment boundary near Stack Yard of Military 
Engineering Service that is the Starting point. 

Ward No. 7.—This ward is comprised of 2 pockets 
namely Forest Research Institute and Nimboowala 
and Part of Garhi. 

(i) Boundary of Forest Research Institute.—The 
boundary of this portion of the ward begins from th© 
Cantonment Forest Research Institute boundary 
Pillar No. 129 and runs South-Eastwards in a straight 
line to meet Pillar No. 47. Further it moves along 
the Cantonment Forest Research Institute Boundary 
through Pillar Nos, 46 to 63 upto Cantonment Foerst 
Research Institute Pillar No. 64. 

Thenct the boundary turns Eastwards along the 
Northern side of Chakrata road upto Cantonment 
Forest Research Institute boundary Pillar No. 75. 

From there it runs along the CanLonment Forest 
Research Institute boundary through the Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar Nos. 76 to 128 upto Pillar No. 129 
that is the starting point. 

(ii) Boundary of Nimboowala and Part of Garhi.— 
The boundary of this portion of the Ward starts 
from the Cantonment boundary pillar No- 137 and 
runs towards North-Easi along Ballupur Canal up 
stream till it meets Kaulagarh Canal. 

From there the boundary lakes a turn towards 
West and runs along Kaulagarh Canal down stream 
till it meets link road of Kaulagarh road. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
North-West and runs along the link road till it 
meets Kaulagarh road. 

From there the boundary goes towards North- 
East along Kaulagarh road upto its junction with 
Tapkeshwar road and further along Tapkeshwar 
Road upto its Junction with Birpur road. 

From there it takes a run in the North Easterly 
direction and goes along Birpur road upto its junction 
with Iron Bridge. 

From there the boundary runs towards west along 
Tons Nadi till it joins Cantonment Boundary line 
between Pillars No, 132 and 133, 

From there it takes a turn towards South-East 
and runs along Cantonment Boundary through 
Pillar Nos 133 to 136 upto boundary Pillar No. 137 
that is the starting point. 
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
